He after- 
wards grew enamoured of an Auftrafian 
lady, whofe name was Ranetrude, and had 
by her a fon called Sigebert. But his ap- 
petite was not limited to thefe two females. 
He at one time acknowledged three wives, 
who bore the title of queen, and maintain- 
ed concubines without number. He in- 
dulged in every fpecies of debauchery 5 
and in order to fupport his excefles, raifed 
heavy exactions from his people, whofe 
affection towards him was foon convert- 
ed into hatred and execration. Mean 
while, he enjoyed an acceffion of wealth 
and territory, by the death of his brother 
Charibert, wicfe treafures and dominions 
he feized, tho’ that prince had left feveral 
children, who now fell facrifces to their 
uncle’s rapacity and ambition 
[An. 630.] Sifenaude, a powerful lord, 
having revolted againft his fovereign Suin- 
tila, king of the Vifigoths in Spain, en- 
gaged Dagobert to fupport him in his re- 
bellion ; and the French monarch fent an 
army inte Spain, which enabled Sifenaude 
to depofe his king, and ufuyrp the fove- 
reignty.

In purfuance of this de- 
claration, he was fafely cendued to that 
fettlement, and in a little time joined by 
another deputy from the canton of Agnier. 
In the midit of the negotiation, the vice- 
roy having invited thefe deputies to a 
feaft, the difcourfe turned upon the death 
of M. de Chafy, the viceroy’s nephew, 
when the Indian railing his arm, ‘ Thig 
hand (faid he) gave him his death's 
wound.’ The viceroy, incenfed at his in- 
fhould never be the 
ceathof another, and immediately ordered 
him to be ftrangled by the common exe- 
cutioner ; a6 for the Flemith bajtard, he 
was detained prifoner at Quebec, During 
thefe tranfaétions, M. de Courcelles fet oug 
on an expedition againit the Agniers, 
and arrived at their villages, which he 
found abandoned.
